before tho big banquet where, be- 
fore an admiring crowd he will tell 
how‘the farmer is coining money. 

In closing, Sir, I freely admit on 
the other hand that it may . be want 
of knowledge of the other fellow's 
view point on my part that I can- 
not understand why, if wheat and 
wheat flour were to be conserved

War Laid Heavy Hand on Ghiidren’s

Dear Mr. Editor:— 

The annual report of the Hospital 
for Sick Children, Toronto,: marks a 
new record, despite the beavy. handi- 
cap the war placed upon its work. 

The task of ministering to the’ suf- 

fering youngsters of this province was 

no Ught one in view of the Hospital's 
splendid response to the nationul! cal) 
25 ‘doctors and 43. nurses from its 
forcea have seen ‘service overseas. 

¥et the number of patients treated 
is 6,048, or 1,308-more than last year. 
Of these {n-patients, 759 were from 
266 places outside of Toronto. 

The tirelesn efforts of the staff 
made ‘possible also a reduction in the 
average length of stay necessary for 
the little patients from 24 days in 
1914 to \14°this year. 

‘These results show that’the Hos- 
pital has again paf” to the children. 
tich dividends of health upon the {p- 
vested kindnegs of Its supporters, 

There bas been careful stewardship 
of the funds entrusted to the Hospital. 
There bas been saving—almost scrimp 
ing—in every direction except. where 
it would prevent the Hospital’s sooth- 
ing the suffering or shortening the 
‘sickness of one child. ‘The daily cost 
of operation war held at the lowest 
point which wonld still allow the 
cbildren entrusted to the Hospital to 
get the best medicine and the best of 
care.

Continucd Throughout the War 
—Surprising Statistics. 








Washington, D.C., Dec.6—Reports 
at Germans of the junker class 
intend when peace is declared to emi- 
grate to America to escape payment 
of the heavy reparation taxes to be 
Imposed on the German people are 
leading officials here to consider 
amending the immigration laws if 
necessary to prevent Germans evad- 
{ng thelr obligations by secking 
asylum in this country. 

Immigration statistics shoy, >that 
nearly 24,000 Germans have bn ad- 
mitted to thia country as fitending 
residents since tho Lusitania was 
sunk In May, 1915, and that more 
than 2,000 have been admitted since 
the United States entered the war 
against the central powers, 

These figures have proved a shock 
even to Administration officials, who 
appear to have been unaware of the 
fact that the war had interposed so 
slight a check on German emigration 
io this country. John Lord O'Brian, 
assistant to the Attorney-General 
when the matter wag brought to his 
attention directed that an Investiga- 
tion be made, :

THE ORIGIN OF THE WAR. 4. 


The truth about the responsibility of the 
German and Austrian Government for the be- 
ginning of the war was never doubtful, but it is 
coming out In a rather dramatic way in Ger- 
many itself. The documents published by the 
new Bavarian Government furnish direct evi- 
dence of the deliberate will to war which in 
1914 actuated-the bureaucrats at Berlin and 
Vienna; and the recriminations of Hun leaders 
upon each other give additional light on the 
subject. Commenting on the Bavarian publi- 
cation, Dr. Von Béthmann-Hollweg, German 
Imperial Chancellor when the war came, ad- 
mits that Germany was not'\surprised at Aus- 
tria’s action regarding Serbia, but declares that 
he was not aware of the text of the Austrian 
ultimatum before it was dispatched, and that 
when he saw it he regarded it as too severe, 
both in its tone and as to the demands made. 
Yet we know he not only made no protest, but 

‘the German Government turned down all Sir 
~ Edward Grey’s proposals to have an interna- 
tional talk on the subject before Austria  in- 
vaded Serbia. And now the Kaiser announces 
that he was not guilty —V3n Bethmann-Holl- 
weg and'Von Jagow, he says, sent him away 
to Norway to get him out of the way so that 
he would not be blamed if war came—which 
indicates sufficiently that both he and they ex- 
-pected that war was coming, and that they did 
not wish to stop it. 
The crowning revelations will comé, it 
may be predicted, when the oficial correspon- 
dence between Berlin and Vienna in July 1914 
is made public—if it has not been ‘destroyed.

SIR ARTHUR CURRIE’S ORDER 
TO CANADIAN ARMY 5 

With the Canadian Army Corps, 
Dec. 6.—Sir Arthur Currlo’ has is- 
sued the following special order of 
the day to the Canadian troops form- 
Ing part of the army of occupation: 

“Some of you have already com- 
menced, while others are about to 
march on the Rhine, Hberating Bel- 
gium in youg advance. Ina fewWays 
you will enter Germany, and hold 
certain. parts in order to secure the 
fulfilment of the terms of the armis- 
tice preliminary to the peace treaty. 
The rulers of Germany, humiliated 
and demoralized, have fled. That 
unscrupulous nation, who, in 1914, 
set at naught every treaty and vio- 
lated every moral obligation, who 
have since perpetrated the most fer- 
ocious atrocities on land as well as 
on sea, is beaten, fam{shed, and at 
our mercy. Justice has come. Ret- 
ribution commences. 

“During four long years, conscious 
of the righteousness of your cause, 
you have fought many battles and 
endured cruel hardships and now 
your mighty efforts ore rewarded. 
Your comrades aro avenged. Yuu 
have demonstrated on the battlefield 
your superior courage and unfalter- 
ing energy. By the will of God you 
have won, marching triumphantly 
through Belgium. You will be re- 
celved everywhere as Iiberators, but 
the kindness and generosity. of the 
nopulytion must not cause any relax- 
atlon of your discipline or alertness, 
Your task {fs not yet completed and 
you must remain what you ure—a 
closely knitted army in grim and 
deadly earnest. German agents scat- 
tered through the country must not 
be able to report to thelr masters 
! any weakness or evidence of disin- 
tegration of your fighting power It 
{is eesential that on the march atl at 
the halt, discipline must be of the 
; highest standard. , 

“Every possible protection should 
be taken at all times to guard 
against hostile acts by organized bod- 
jes and to lessen the possibility al- 
ways present of {solated murders or 
desperate guerilla acts by factions. 
To the enemy above all {It is of cap- 
ital Importance to establish In Ger- 
many the sense of your overwhelm- 
ing moral af physical standing so 
as to complete by the presence of 
your potential strength the victories 
you have won on the battlefield. Al 
external signs of discipline must be 
{insisted upon and the example in 
this as In all else must come from 
the leaders. 

“Clothing and equipment must be, 
if possible, spotless, well kept and 
well put on. Badges and~disting/ 
ulshing marks must be- complete, 
while the transport should be as 
clean as the circumstances will allow. 
In short, you must continue to be 
and appear to be that powerful hit- 
ting force which has—won tho fear 
and respect of your foes and the ad- 
miration of the world. It is not ne- 
cessary to say that the population 
and private property will be respect- 
ed, You will always remember that 
you fought for Justice, right and de- 
ceucy, that you cannot afford to fall 
short of theso essentials, even in the 
country against which you have ev- 
ery right to feel bitter.

If that naval defence were overpowered or 
out matched, by any other navy or probably by a combination 
of navies, we should hold, not merely our possessions, but our 
lives and Iberties only on suffrance.”

‘The science of medicine is gener- 
ally considered to have been founded 
by Hippocrates, a Greek physician 
who began about 430 B.C.-to treat 
sick persons with concoctions of 
hérbs. In recent times physicians 
have adopted the germ theory of dis- 
ease, with which we are all familiar. 
_ Another explanation of sickness is 
given by thoze who contend that the 
body is absolutely under the control 
of the mind, and that disease is due 
to a wrong attitude, especially to 
tear. ~ 

An entirely different theory of dis- 
ease, one which is of more'recent or- 
igin and not as widely known as 
those just ‘mentioned, {s now given 
by. thousands of; persons, including 
many physicians.

Inherited weakness (except-‘anat- 
omical defects) can be overcome by 
Tight living, Thé body ts “governed 
by the laws of nature, the laws of 
chemistry and physics. Obedience 
to these laws results in health. Dis- 
obedience brings sickness. 

According to chemical analysis, 
the body is composed of these ele- 
ments: oxygen, hydrogen, carbon, 
nitrogen, caiclum, phosphorus, sodi- 
um, silicon, iron, sulphur, chlorine, 
potassium, fluorine, magnesium, fod- 
ine .and manganese. Since nature 
has used everj one of these elements 
in producing the body, it is reason- 
able to infer thath normal condition 
of the body requires thelr presence, 
An excess or ‘deficiency in one or 
more elements causes the abnormal 
condition known as disease.

gestion preventing the body from as- 
similating the foods eaten. It is an 
established fact that fear, anger, 
jealousy, or any strong emotion, dis- 
turbs the nervous system and inter- 
feres with normal digestion. 

Just how much of the different‘el- 

ements composing the body it is ne- 
cessary to eat each day has not been 
exactly determined. Obviously the 
amounts will vary with individuals 
and according to occupations. Cer- 
tain fundamental principles, how- 
ever, been discovered.

The 
principal — protein (nitrogenous) 
foods are meat (including fish), 
cheese, eggs and milk.

Winnipeg, Dec. 11.—An  under-’ 
standing has been reached between 
the board of grain supervisora for 
Canada and the government. in con- 
nection with the work of the board 
for the balance of the present crop 
year, that is to say, until Aug. 31, 
next.

There are indications in financial 
circles that the whole system . of

Having witnessed the apparent 
ease with which the Victory Loan 
was floated at par, municipalities are 
wondering if they cannot save them- 
selves the discount obtained by bond 
debentures locally at par. 

One bond dealer goes so far as 
to anticipate the removal of the 
municipal field from the bgnd houses 
in the comparatively neir futuré. He 
anticipates a Virtual revolution of 
selling practice as regards in{- 
cipal deentures, and can forsee the 
day wien cities will be able to fin- 
ance themselves by “over the coun- 
ter’’. saleg~oftheir securities at par. 

The city of London has led the 
way.

through regions which the Germans, || 
owing to thelr cruelty, are unable to 
enter unless supported by an armed 
force. 

The same system of tyranny which 
produced such horrors In South-west 
Africa was to.be found in the other 
German colonies in a more or Jess 
degree, Thus German East Africa in 
every district the first reason given 
by the natives for their preference 
for British rule, that they are no 
longer at the mercy of the German 
police from whom~they suffered ex- 
tortion and mal-treatment without 
any posslbility of obtalning redress. 
Witnesses it is reported, were fre- 
quently tortured and prisoners were 
so brutally !!l-used that they died. 
Even these cases brought no enquiry. 
The burden running through all the 
statements of the natives of Togo- 
land: and tho Cameroons is “flogg- 
ing,” and ‘flogging.’ especially { 
connection with forced labor on 
plantations.

Cobourg Physiciin in Police Court. 


In police court at Cobourg Iast 
week before P, M. Floyd, a Cobourg 
physician was charged by License 
Inspector Goodrich _ With issuing a 
Prescription to John J. Armstrong 
for sixteen ounces of whiskey, con- 
trary to section 59 of the Qntario 
Temperance Act.
